ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  April  was  estimated  at 
64, 230; 000  gallons-  -up  3 percent  from  a year  ago  and  1 perceive  from  two  years 
earlier,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports . Output  this  April  is  exceeded  only  by 
the  record  high  66,236,000  gallons  produced  in  1968.  Seasonally,  production  held 
about  steady  from  March  to  April,  in  contrast  to  a decline  of  2 percent  between 
these  months  in  1970  and  an  advance  of  5 percent  in  1969.  April  temperatures 
averaged  above  normal  over  the  northern  and  central  Great  Plains,  in  a small  area  in 
central  Texas  and  along  the  east  coast  of  the  southern  half  of  Florida.  Temperatures 
averaged  below  normal  over  most  of  the  rest  of  the  Nation. 

Compared  with  April  1970,  ice  cream  production  changes  by  regions  were  mixed. 
Increases  ranged  from  5 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Central  to  l3 
percent  in  che  Mountain  States.  Output  vac  "J  percent  larger  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region.  Decreases  varied  from  1 percent  in  both  the  East  North  Central  and 
pacific  States  to  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream- 
producing  states,  production  held  about  steady  in  California,  but  was  up  2 percent 
in  New  York  and  l4  percent  in  Pennsylvania. 

Ice  cream  production  changes  from  March  to  April  by  regions  were  mixed.  Output 
held  about  steady  in  the  South  Central  States.  Declines  of  2 percent  occurred  in 
the  South  Atlantic  and  3 percent  in  the  Pacific  Region.  Increases  ranged  from  1 
percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  States  to  7 percent  in  the 
Mountain.  Production  advanced  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region.  In  the 
three  leading  states,  output  was  up  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  but  off  3 percent  in 
California  and  6 percent  in  New  York.

ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 


April  production  of  ice  mill:  in  the  United  States  totaled  24,780,000  gallons-- 
a new  record  high  for  the  month.  Output  at  this  level  is  up  3 percent  from  both  a 
year  ago  and  two  years  earlier.  Production  during  the  first  four  months  of  this 
year  is  1 percent  larger  than  the  January -April  total  last  year. 

Output  advanced  20  percent  from  March  to  April  this  year,  compared  with  19 
percent  at  this  time  in  I97O  and  23  percent  in  1969.  Sharp  seasonal  increases 
occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  West,  where  a decrease  was  shown.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  April,  estimated  at  a record 
April  high  of  4, 635; 000  gallons,  was  up  7 percent  from  April  1970  and  slightly 
higher  than  in  1969 • The  Januar y-Apr i 1 output  this  year  is  3 percent  greater  than 
the  total  for  the  same  period  a year  earlier  and  2 percent  above  -two  years  ago. 

Production  advanced  11  percent  from  March  to  April  this  year,  compared  with  6 
percent  at  tills  time  in  1970  and  l8  percent  in  1969.  Output  declined  from  March 
to  April  in  the  Pacific  States,  while  it  advanced  sharply  in  all  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

Compared  with  April  1970;  production  decreased  only  in  the  Pacific  Region. 
Sharp  increases  occurred  in  the  rest  of  the  Nation.

United  States  production  of  Mcllorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats 
and  oils' other  than  milkfat  during  April  was  estimated  at  7, 245,000  gallons  - -down 
9 percent  from  April  last  year  and  it  percent  from  two  years  ago.  Total  output 
through  April  this  year  was  3 percent  less  than  luring  the  first  four  months  of 
1970  . and  7 percent  .less  than  in  19^9 ■ 

Production  declined  k percent  from  March  to  April  this  year,  in  contrast  to 
seasonal  gains  of  6 percent  at  this  time  in  1970  and  15  percent  in  1969..  Output 
declined  from  March  to  April  in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Montana,  Oregon  and  California. 
Seasonal  increases  occurred  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Alabama,  Oklahoma  and  Arizona. 

Compared  with  April  19/0,  production  was  greater  only  in  Oklahoma,  while  it 
held  steady  in  Montana.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  important  Me.llorine- 
producing  states.
